good the deficit. It is the first 
time in the history of the city 
that the postmaster has been chos- 
en by any means other than bv 
appointment. 

When it became known that 
White would be ousted, the mat- 
ter of a primary was agitated un- 
til sentiment was vigorously in 
favor of it. The Winchester 
Daily Sun issued a petition and 
more than 700 names were affixed.

PARIS GETS THE NEXT 
C.W.B. M. CONVENTION 

Cynthiana Meeting Adjourns After 
the Election of Officers 



LOCAL PEOPLE ON PROGRAM 
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The session of the Tenth Annunl 
Bible School Convention of the 
Eighth District closed at Cynthi- 
ana Wednesday. It was opened 
at 9 o'clock at the Christian 
Church, with the president, Rev. 
W. (i. Eldred, of Carlisle, presid- 
ing. The Devotional Bible Study 
was given by Rev. J. W. . Ligon, 
of North Middletown. The State 
worker, W. E. Frazee, conducted 
the conference on "The Front 
Rank Standard." giving the re- 
quirements by which Bible Schools 
may become front rank schools — 
worker's conference, teacher 
training, graded lesssons, a speci- 
fied per cent of Bibles, organized 
classes, evangelistic and mission- 
ary svrvice. 

The president gave an address 
on "The trained Church." He 
emphasized his remarks by a con- 
crete example of the way a church 
may become a trained church, by 
bringing before the convention 
seven little girls of Carlisle, who, 
under the direction of the primary 
superintendent, recited the books 
of the Old and New Testhment, 
names of the Prophets and Apos- 
tles, Twenty-third Psalm, sixteen 
verses of the fifth chapter of jMat- 
thew and the Lord's Prayer and 
sang two songs. 

Miss Hazel Lewis, the national 
elementary superintendent, was 
present and gave a most delightful 
talk on "Our Place in the Line," 
and led a conference ou depart- 
mental work. Miss Lewis is a 
woman thoroughly alive to all the 
possibilities of the young and her 
work at the convention was help 
ful and inspiring. Miss Lewis 
will be on the program twice a 
day during the School of Methods 
to be held at the Lexington College 
of the Bible June 16 to 27. 

Rev. H. D. Clark, the revered 
pastor, of the Mt. Sterling church, 
stirred the audience with "Ou to 
Bowling Green," that town being 
the place of the next State Con- 
vention in October. Rev. J. H. 
MacNeill, of Winchester, gave a 
stirring address on the subject of 
"The Pastor's Place in the Bible 
School." 

The report of Secretary B. W. 
Trimble, of Mt. Sterling, was 
read, giving the statistics of the 
counties of this district. There 
are fifty-six Bible Schools in the 
district, thirty-eight seuding in re- 
ports. Twenty-aine schools were 
represented in the convention, 
with 148 delegates present, a bet- 
ter record than any district that 
has held a convention' this year. 

The amount ot money raised by 
the schools for all purposes this 
year was $2,534.81. Special at- 
tention was called to "The New 
Crusade," a movement launched 
at the National convention in 1912 
by which 500,000 should be won 
to Christ from the Bible schools in 
five years. The apportionment 
for Kentucky is 50,000. The re- 
port of the nominating committee 
was made and unanimously adopt- 
ed as follows: 

For President, Rev. J. D. Armi- 
stead, Cynthiana; Vice President, 
R. C. Prewitt, Winchester; Secre- 
tary, B. W. Trimble, Mt. Sterl- 
ing. 

The committe on future work, 
recommended that definite em- 
phasis be laid on the call of the 
New Crimde, that all Bible 
schools be urged to strive to reach 
the front rauk standard, that all 
officers and teachers make an effort 
to attend the Lexington School of 
Methods, that stjong effort be 
made to have the Weekly Bulletin 
in every family in the district. 

The convention next year will 
meet at Paris, the time to be de- 
termined later. 

The meeting adjourned till the 
evening sessiou, when Prof. Bow- 
er, of Lexington, spoke on "Chris 
tiaxi Education." 



TROT 1ING HORSE NEWS. 



WiHinm F. Byrd, of this county, 
this week farmed to John W. 
Burbridire, of this city, his famous 
brood mare, Minnie Byrd. by J. 
H. Lh '^:08i, for $150. Minnie 
Byrd is the dam of the sensation- 
al, grey pacing gelding, Pete, bv 
Alcyo, 2:10, and is destined to 
prove a great brood mar<\ Minnie 
B.yrd will be sent to the court of 
Mainlcaf, 2:08f. 

Billy Boy, a bay gelding, driven 
by H. B. VanEvera at the 
local truck is destined to be one of 
the best pacers at the track, if not 
in the State. This horse was sired 
by Alcyo, 2:10, out of a mare by 
Vatican, lie by Vasco. Billy Boy 
has only been in trainiug about 30 
days, and was thin in flesh when 
brought to the barn. On the 21st 
day Billy Boy was driven an 
eighth of a mile in lGi seconds, a 
2:12 gait, and could have gone 
faster. It is believed that Billy 
Boy possesses 2 minute speed and 
will prove a wondei. He is good 
headed and game, and all who 
have seen him are loud in their 
praise and predict that he will 
secure a very low record if started 
this season. Billy Boy is owned 
by James M. Mallory, of this 
county, and is, in reality, one of 
the best prospects for the green 
pacing classes in the country. 



Charles Bean received two new 
horses this week which he will 
train this season. One was a bay 
mare from Dr. McClure, of Win- 
chester, and the other a six-year- 
old horse belonging to Ed Young, 
of Bath county. Both are said to 
be quite promising as to speed. 

Charles Biggers, of Maysville, 
was here this week, bringing a 
mare to the court of J. Malcolm 
Forbes. The mare was Miss 
Ernst, 2:17i, and is one of the 
best bred ones in the country. 
Mr. Biggers says that he considers 
J. Malcolm Forbes the greatest 
sire of trotters in the world. 

The stable of Frazee Hart, at 
the local track, is being jogged 
daily and brushed along, and seem 
to being doing very well. There 
is a pretty good brown gelding 
and mare in the stable and an ex- 
ceptionally good gaited sorrel 
stallion by Crystallion. Mr. Hart 
is going slow with these horses, 
but will have some of them ready 
to race at the Montgomery 
County Fair in July. 

The black mare, Omyree, with 
Bert VanEvera up, and Albert O., 
driven by Hensley, went a corking 
good mile at the track Tuesday, 
finishing heads apart in 2:242, with 
the last half in 1 :10, and they were

Blackhead in Turkeys. 

In many localities the growing 
of turkeys has become almost ex- 
tinct as the result of a maligant 
parasitic disease known as black- 
head.
